9. (Previously presented) The method of claim 8, wherein the 
second active ingredient is oblimersen, melphalan, G-CSF, GM-CSF, EPO, topotecan, 
pentoxifylline, taxotere, irinotecan, a COX-2 inhibitor, ciprofloxacin, dexamethasone, 
doxorubicin, vincristine, IL 2, IFN, dacarbazine, Ara-C, vinorelbine, isotretinoin, or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt, solvate, or stereoisomer thereof, or a 
pharmacologically active mutant or derivative thereof, or a combination thereof.
